ASKING HOOVER 
FOR FREE HAND 


President-elect Declines to 
Accept Joint Respon- 
sibility 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Presi- | 
dent-elect Franklin D. Roosevelt, in 
correspondence made public today 
at the White ‘House, declined “to 
accept any joint. responsibility” in 
the appointment of a commission 
to explore the war debts and other 
international problems—telling Pre- 
|sident Hoover, in effect, that he 
wished a free hand after he takes 
office March 4. 

The exchange between the presi- 
dent and his successor-to-be con- 
sisted of four lengthy telegrams. To 
them the president attached a brief 
statement to the press, saying: 

“Governor Roosevelt considers 
tnat it is undesirable for him to as- 
sent to my suggestions for co-op- 
erative action on the foreign prob- 
lems outlined in my recent message 
to congress. I will respect his 
wishes.” 

In authoritative sources it was 
learned that the president will re- 
{rain from appointing the debts 
commission proposed by him in his 
message to congress last Monday. 

He was described as feeling that 
without the support of the presi- 
dent-elect, the commission could 
not properly be formed to carry on 
after March 4.

The Passing Show

That plebiscite taken in the Vaucouver mun- 
icipal elections a few days ago on the advisability 
of the provincial government holding sweepstakes 
for the benefit of the hospitals of the province is 
a straw that shows how the popular wind blows. It 
is likely that every other large city in Canada 
would give overwhelming support to such an in- 
novtion. 

The opponents of sweepstakes feared the result, 

for an effort was made to have the Supreme 
Court of the province enjoin the city from taking 
an expression of opinion on the subject. Counsel 
argued that sweepstakes do not come within the 
purview of municipal government. The learned— 
and may I add, very shrewd—Chief Justice, held 
that under the city charter the city fathers have 
power to take an opinion on any subject whatso- 
ever. 
The result of the plebiscite was not unexpected 
Not alone the clerk or salaried man or day worker, 
with no hope of ever achieving a competence save 
by factor of the Lords of Luck, but the harassed 
tax-payer grasped the opportunity. To him the 
plebiscite was a way of asking “Would you like 
someone else to pay for the hospitals?”. He had to 
be a rigid puritan who wrote “No”. { .

A new argument against sweepstakes was ad- 
vanced in the discussion. The original argument 
that lotteries are immoral was not available during 
the campaign for the fact that two churches were 
holding lotteries for purposes no more praiseworthy 
during the plebiscite campaign. The new argument 
is that the holding of a state lottery places too 
great a strain on human nature, and presents op- 
portunities for temptation. There was trotted out 
the case of the boy in the Australian lottery who 
had to draw a winning marble from a barrel of 
10,000—and was found to have a marble with his 
father’s number on, palmed in his hand on his way 
to the draw. It had presumably been given by his 
thoughtful parent. There were blanket accusations 
of people becoming lottery poor in vain attempts 
to buy a winning ticket. 

Quite likely the accusations were true. I have 
known a goodly man bring his family down to 
poverty by church benefactions, and seen the home 
of a woman who devoted herself to public morals 
broken up through neglect, and her children be- 
come proteges of the Juvenile Court. I can quite 
believe that here and there, people who can il! 
afford it, will unwisely spend money on chances in 
a government sweepstake. as they now do in beer 
parlors or on silk stockings. And I would certainly 
see that the hands of the boys who draw the win 
ning marbles, have nothing but honest dirt on 
them. 


My sympathies are with the British Columbians 
who in these hard times see the profits of sweep- 
stakes going to Ireland and India and Australia 
when they might be kept at home and be added 
to by a lot of Uncle Sam's spare gold. From which 
it may be fairly reasoned that where the practical 
affairs of life are concerned, I have neither con- 
science nor morals nor shame. 


Technocracy is advancing to the practical po- 
litical stage. Groups are being formed in cities in 
Canada, United States and Great Britain to study 
practical applications of technocracy. 

The Vancouver group is headed by Thomas E. 
Carver, an accountant and auditor. It comprises 
ineers, scientists, teachers, economists and busi- 


- ness folk of both genders. Mr. Carver. who roughly 


divides the community into three classes; 1, the un- 
loyed, 2, those who are working and 3, those 
living on invested capital, says that the first class 
is daily being augmented by new arrivals from the 
second and third classes. Within the past few’ days 
two of the largest residential hotels have announc- 
ed that they will be unable to meet the next in- 
terest paymeat on their bonds.

be no brake on scientific and industrial research.” 

The trend of Sir Frank's thought was indicated 
when he said “Man cannot work the short hours 
he is entitled to, and enjoy the fruits of technology 
if he is going to continue building and operating a 
thousand petro] stations where one will serve.”

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


TRY TO PRESPIRE EVEN ON COLD DAYS 

Many ‘people are “sharned by perspiration because 
they do not realize that it benefits the body. Sweat- 
ing is often associated with the idea of being dirty, 
but, nevertheless, the one who both perspires and 
bathes each day is much cleaner iinternally and ex- 
ternally than one who does not swéat. Perspiration 
opens up the pores, leaving the skin both cleaner 
and clearer. 

The principal purpose of this skin function is 
to cool the body by the evaporation of water which 
lowers the body temperature. Have you ever 
thought how strange it is that a man’s temperature 
remains the same whethr he is in the arctic snow 
or in tropical heat? This heat regulation is partly 
accomplished by the sweat glands, which, when- 
ever, the body is too warm, immediately pour out 
beads of moisture. Although sweating may occur 
as an insensible perspiration which you do not 
notice extreme heat or exercise would greatly 
raise the temperature of the body if these sweat 
glands did not function quickly. Since these glands 
are under the control of the nervous system, 
any nervous state, such as excitement, is likely to 
cause sudden profuse perspiration. The total amount 
of sweat lost during a day by the average person 
is about one and one-half pints. This amount may 
be greatly increased by those doing hard work in 
extreme heat, whose rate of sweating increases un- 
til it is almost unbelievable. Coal miners for in- 
stance. have been known to sweat out as much as 
three pounds of water per hour. 


The ordinary person does not sweat enough to 
keep the skin clean and encourage the elimination 
of toxins through the skin, and I find it an advan- 
tage to advise sweating as a good hygenic habit. 
This may best be done by taking vigorous exercises 
while dressed in a heavy sweater or, if one is in- 
clined, swating may be produced by means of sweat 
baths, then wrap up in woolen blankets and drink 
unlimited quantities of hot, unsweetened lemonade, 
This induces a profuse perspiration which is a help- 
ful treatment in may disorders. It should not how- 
eves, be taken too frequently because it tends to 
be weakening. The best effects of perspiration are 
produced through exercising. 

No markedly unpleasant odor should be noticed 
after perspiring. Many people try to suppress per- 
spiration when it is offensive. A better plan is to 
encourage sweating for in this way the wastes of 
the body are pushed out rather than kept inside. 
Disease conditions often produce markedly odorous 
perspiration and, in certain cases where great en- 
ervation is present, nature herself brings about deep 
night sweats in an effort to detoxicate the body. 
In these instances an effort should be made to 
restoring health, for, when the whole body is once 
clan and healthy, the unpleasant odor will dis- 


appear.

1 of each of the five years when installments will be due. 


(5) In 1929 and 1930 a large volume of petroleum products 
was supplied on credit because many farmers were then 
unable to pay cash for the fuels and oils needed to seed and 
harvest their crops. In this extremity the Company departed 
from its established policy of selling for cash. Otherwise 
thousands of farmers would have been unable to work their 
land and the Company hoped thar satisfactory crops and prices 
would restore prosperity to the entire westere agricultural com- 
munity.

Taking this price as a basis the Company is prepared to extend 
an adjustment of principal and interest whereby the farmers’ 
annual payments will be in the same ratio to the amount due as 
is the prite of wheat, at the time payment is due, to the price of 
70 cents. The price upon which adjustment will be made will be 
the price of No. 1 Northern Wheat at Fort William at the close 
of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange on October 1 of the year in 
which payment is due. If the price should be below 70 cents, 
the installment due from the farmer will be reduced proportion- 
ately.

If, however, wheat is 60 cents a bushel on that date his 
installment would be $54, a saving of $9. If wheat is 50 cents a 
bushel on that date his installment would be $45, a saving of $18. 
Should the price of wheat be below 50 cents a bushel a reduction 
in the same ratio will be made. This plan includes an arrange- 
ment to continue the business relationship between this Company 
and its Western farmer customers. A farmer may at any time 
after October 1 mext pay his account in part or in full and the 
amount payable will be adjusted on the basis of the price of wheat 
on October 1 preceding date of payment. 


INDIVIDUAL OBLIGATIONS SMALL 
While many thousands of farmers in the west are in debt 
to the Company, the individual obligation is not large. 
The Company has served Western farmers from the 
pioneer days and is proud that since petroleum products 
were first required on the Prairie farms it has maintained 
a continuity of supply at all points. In its long dealings 
with the farmers its experience has been that they meet 
their obligations as quickly as their circumstances permit. 
In view of conditions, when through no fault of their 
own their incomes have been greatly reduced, the 
Company believes that they should be given all possible 
assistance by deferred payment, by low interest charges 
and by prorating their obligations to their earning ability.
